Response to Amendment 



1. In response to the Amendment received on July 30, 2001. the 
examiner has carefully considered the amendments. The examiner 
acknowledges the addition of claims 11-20. The claim rejection under 
35 U.S.C. § 112, 2nd paragraph for claims 1 and 5-7 have been overcome 
by the amendment and has hereby been withdrawn for consideration. 



2. Applicant's arguments filed July 30. 2001 have been fully 
considered and found persuasive. After re-consideration the examiner 
contends that the guidance for choosing aluminum hydroxide filler from 
the laundry list of Siga et al to add to the composition as taught by 
Kitano is lacking for one of ordinary skill in the art to obtain the 
composition as described by the instant invention. Additionally, the 
examiner contends that one of ordinary skill in the art would lack the 
guidance necessary to prepare the instant composition using the 
teachings of Karim et al in view of Siga et al. As suggested above, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would find no motivation to choose 
aluminum hydroxide fillers from the laundry list of Siga et al to 
prepare the instantly claimed composition. In addition. Karim et al 
also teaches away from using inorganic fillers over organic fillers in 
the patented adhesive composition of Karim et al because of the 
entrapping of air bubbles. Thus one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be motivated to use inorganic fillers, as defined by 
applicant's instant invention. The inventions of claims 1-20 are 
distinguished over the prior art. 



Response to Arguments 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art fails to teach the addition of 0.5 to 20 wt.% 
of one or more compounds selected from the group consisting of 
hydroxides of Al , Mg. or Zr or hydroxyoxides of Al , Mg, or Zr in 
thermosettalbe adhesives that comprise a thermosettalbe polymer 
component, a therof ormable polymer component, and an effective amount 
of either a thermal- or photo-acti vatable curing system. The prior 
art fails to teach a thermosettalbe adhesive system comprising the 
components of claim 10. wherein 0.1 to 20 wt% of one or more of a 
second compound(s) selected from hydroxides of Al or hydroxyoxides of 
Al or combinations based on the total weight of the thermosettalbe 
adhesive are added to said thermosettalbe adhesive. In addition, the 
prior art fails to teach a thermosettalbe adhesive comprising the 
photopolymerizable reaction product of an adhesive precursor 
comprising: the components of claim 17, wherein from 0.1 to 20 wt% of 
one or more of a second compound(s) selected from hydroxides of Al or 
hydroxyoxides of Al or combinations are added to said thermosettalbe 
adhesive.
